N the twenty firft of December 
Governor Pownall delivered to 
the Houfe the following report, 
peront from the COMMITTEE ap- 
4 toexamine the feveral Laws 
now ia being relative to the Assize 
of BREAD. 

THE committee appointed to exa- 
mine the feveral laws in being relative 
to the affize of bread, and to report 
the fame, together with their opinion 
thereupon, to the Houfe, have, in 
obedience to the orders of this Houle, 
eamined all the laws refpe€ting the 
ifize of bread. 

They have alfo (as the journals of 
the Houfe could afford them infor- 
mation) examined the = aeyrercine® of 
this Houfe on this fubj 

Your committee have examined 
fveral evidences, from the feveral 
branches of this: bufinefs; viz. the 
corn-faétor, the meal-man, and the 
baker. And 

Your committee do find, that from 
time immemorial, and in all times to 
the thirty-firft year of the reign of

Foreigners haye hitherto been 
refirained trom lending money, .on 
account of the difficulty. m. recovering 
it. One of the objects of this bill, 
Sir, is to remove that difficulty, and 
enable them to advance their cath 
with fafety.. They may now, indeed, 
bring attions at law, while the two 
nations are. in amity with each other ; 
but .in cafe. of a war, no actions of 
foreigners againf{ the fubje& wiil 
hold good : neither, Sir, can foreign- 
exs hold land here; and this is not 
peculiar to us, but common in every 
other country. Now, Sir, it 3s net 
meant to intrude on the ancient law 
of the land, but to fecure them by 
mortgage. We have another kind of 
fecurity amongit us by bond in judg- 
ment ; but this method is very dif- 
agreeable to the. borrower, while that 
of mortgage is the moft convenient to 
both borrower and lender, .In moart- 
gages we have two methods of reco- 
vering, one by foreclofure, and the 
other by application to Chancery, far 
leave to fell the eltates and pay them- 
felves.. This latter method I propofe 
foreigners fhould have under proper 
reftrictions.

N this city (which is looked upon 
| as one of the moft ancient cities in 
; the world) are many remains of an- 
. tiquity, but indeed moft of them in a 
1 rumous fate. One of the beft pre- 
t ferved, and the moft entire, is a {mall
